JACKSONVILLE'S EPIDEMIC.

TEN NEW CASEN OF FEVER AND FOUR
DEATHE TESTERDAT,

The Tafected Meglon Naw In the Mot Papn-
tomn Part of the Clty—=Those who Cun are
Fleving from the Plagueairicken Tawn,

JACKSONVILLE, Aug. 27.—~To-day ends the
first month of the existence of yellow faver In
Jackaonvlile, the Arst susplelous onsa having
beon brought hero on July 28. The record is
not felghtful so far, considering the panie it
has ereatod theonghout the eountry. It Is ns
follawa: Tatal enses, 107 : deaths, 17 : dischnrged
eured, 28; under troatment, 6 many of whom
are convalesoent.

To.day there has prevailed moat unfavornhle
wenthor, It bolng warm. sunshiny. and hot. yet
fow now cnxes werp dovoloped, ten consti-
tuting the list since 6 o'clock Inst ovoning.
One of thess, C. H, Tollard, was brought from
tho eamp at 8t Mary's Liver, and died. There
have baen two deaths besldes allnrd's—Burton
Maye a oolored man ; Albert Fischer, afiroman,
and M, McArthur of the 8 F. and W. Rallway,
who dlod lnat night. it Is rumored, of yollow fe-
vor. His physldinns suy that 1t was from n
econgostive chill.

Politienl work Is mueh hampered by the
fever. and consequent scare, Both the Demo-
eratle and Republlean candldates for the Gov-
ernorship have besn quarantined — Capl
Fleming at Montleello and Col, Blifpman at his
home In Bawtey for harboring relatives who
aro refugees from this elty. Doth are [res
now, The schooner Charlotte Riblay with lca
from Belfast, Me., eame In to-day. The crew
stopped at Mayport, The vessol was brought
up by atug in chargs of stevadores. Bho will
bo towod to the saw mill below the city. fumi-
gated and loaded with Inmber nod turned over
to the Captaln and erew at Mayport,

There have bean no new casse of yellow fe-
wor In the meighborhood of the Grand Union
Hotol sinco it was closed and fumigated. It is
boved that this focus of Infection hus becn
eliminated from the problem that the health
authorities and citizens aro bending every
nerve to solve, The new cases nppear 1o bo
developlng Inrgely In East Jucksonville and
the sectlon from Day to Churel strests and
enst to 'lne, There seems to ba no doubt that
the infoction from the Reed block is gradually
extanding in thoe manner usual in epldemies,
and in what Is now probably thomost pepulous
part of the efty, The abiove facts suggest the

neccisity of every ons in_the infectad roglons
getting out of the eity to the sand hills suspect
camps, or other places where thers s iittle
danger of the atmoesphore becoming inleited,
and aforts nre belog made to Illnllwq wople to

ove out of the infected distriet, This morn-

ng Dr. T, Q. Summers, who has steadfastly

miintained that the diseass hore is not yellow
faver, came out In i card as follows;
